Farnham, board president, pre- 
sented Beauchamp with a mock 
front page which highlighted 
many of her accomplishments 
over the years. Beauchamp was 
Greenbelt’s 2002 Outstanding 
Citizen and in 2003 was inducted 
into the Maryland Women’s Hall 
of Fame for her activities in rais- 
ing the status of women while 
a professor at the University of 
Maryland. In 1999 she was in- 
ducted into the Prince George’s 
Women’s Hall of Fame. 

The framed, full-sized page was 
prepared by Marat Moore with the 


assistance of graphic designer 
Lynn Eppard and luncheon chair 
Carol Griffith. It saluted Beau- 
champ for “her gentle but steely 
strength,” “impeccable manners” 
and “for sharpening our stories 
with her editorial scalpel.” 

These virtues were part of a 
feature on the front page “Ten 
Reasons We Love Virginia,” an- 
other was “for championing wom- 
en’s rights.” And, finally, “for 
being Virginia, a gift to us and 
our world.”

City Manager’s Proposed Budget 
Holds the Line on City Tax Rate 


As required by the City 
Charter, City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin presented his pro- 
posed Fiscal Year 2010 city bud- 
get to the Greenbelt City Council 
at its March 23 regular meeting. 
This charter-required milestone 
is the midpoint of the city’s an- 
nual budget process that began 
in fall 2008 when the manager 
and departmental staff initiated 
discussions on budget goals and 
objectives and submitted proposed 
departmental budgets. These pro- 
posals were then reviewed by the 
city treasurer and manager with 
departmental personnel. 

The proposed budget for the 
new fiscal year takes shape in Jan- 
uary and gets a final staff review 
in early March before presentation 
to council. For the past several 
years, an additional step includes 
a January worksession with coun- 
cil where the manager provides a 
financial forecast for the coming 
year and a glimpse of what he

may be considering as the pro- 
posed budget nears completion. 

This year, for example, at a 
January 14 worksession with 
council, McLaughlin gave an early 
warning that the global fiscal cri- 
sis and severe budget limitations 
experienced by the county and 
state would cause some weakness 
in the city’s immediate fiscal out- 
look and that that weakness could 
carry over into future fiscal years 
(GNR, January 22, 2009). 

In his current budget mes- 
sage included with the proposed 
budget, McLaughlin elaborates 
on those earlier concerns. He 
describes the difficult economic 
climate as a key issue influencing 
the budget. 

Manager’s Message 

His message notes that, “Re- 
gionally, problems in the housing 
market, the crisis in the financial 
industry and the recession in the 
overall economy have resulted in 
significant budget deficits at the 


state and county levels. While 
Greenbelt has been negatively 
affected, the impacts have been 
comparatively minor compared 
with the state’s and the county’s 
and relatively manageable. While 
the FY10 budget will be impacted 
due to these economic conditions, 
I believe the real problems will 
occur in 2011 and beyond.” 

The manager describes a situa- 
tion as well where Greenbelt real 
property assessed values, which 
have been growing at around 10 
percent annually over the past five 
years, are estimated to increase 
$281.6 million (13.2 percent) and 
where real property tax revenues 
will increase by $1.17 million or 
8.1 percent. However, this situ- 
ation will likely change in future 
years because, in 2009, all real 
property in Greenbelt will be re- 
assessed. 

According to the city manager,

Metrobus is proposing various 
service changes in the form of 
route eliminations, modifications 
and frequency reductions to help 
close a $34 million budget gap 
for its 2010 fiscal year operating 
budget.

He is in the pro- 
cess of implementing Transition 
processes in the greater Washing- 
ton area.

Greenbelt CARES will hold its 
spring 10-week GED course start- 
ing Thursday, April 16 and con- 
tinuing through Thursday, June 
18. Registration for the course 
will be held on Tuesday, April 
14 from 10:30 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. 
The first class of instruction will 
be held on Thursday, April 16. 

GED I 1s held from 10:30 
a.m. to 12:30 p.m. GED I is 
for students who need review of 
basic math (addition, subtraction, 
multiplication, division, fractions, 
decimals, percentages and word 
problems) and English grammar 
skills. 

GED II is held from 1 to 3 
p.m. GED II is for students 
who have successfully completed 
GED I and/or are ready to learn 
algebra and geometry, English 
literature and writing skills and 
prepare to take the GED test. 

GED classes are held every 
Tuesday and Thursday for 10 
weeks in the Municipal Building 
Conference Room at 25 Crescent 
Road. 

Students are required to show 
proof of residency (1.e., current 
lease, phone or electric bill, driv- 
er’s license or Motor Vehicle ID 
card). 

There is no charge for Green- 
belt residents. Nonresidents are 
required to pay a $175 registra- 
tion fee. All students are re- 
quired to buy a copy of the GED 
textbook and calculator that can 
be purchased from Greenbelt 
CARES. 

Students do not have to be 
16 years old to take the GED 
course. Students are eligible to 
take a free GED pre-test given 
at Greenbelt CARES. The actual 
GED test is given by the State 
of Maryland. However, students 
who are ready to take the test can 
obtain the application forms from 
Greenbelt CARES.

The commemorative page not- 
ed that when Beauchamp was 
inducted into the Maryland Wom- 
en’s Hall of Fame, she was cited 
for three virtues that contributed 
to her success: “total selflessness 
in working for the good of others, 
a consistently positive attitude and 
her dogged persistence.” 

Mayor Judith Davis and Coun- 
cilmembers Leta Mach and Kon- 
rad Herling represented the city at 
the luncheon, held at Sir Walter 
Raleigh Inn. Together they pre- 
sented Beauchamp with a city 
proclamation, honoring her for her 
service to the city. The city issued 
the proclamation “to recognize and 
thank her for extraordinary service 
and dedication to the Greenbelt 
community as editor and reporter 
for the Greenbelt News Review.” 

Mach commented that join- 
ing the staff of the GNR was 
the first volunteer activity that 
she undertook when moving to 
Greenbelt. She learned much 
from Beauchamp and recalled that 
Beauchamp welcomed her stating 
“not many people walk in and 
volunteer.” Herling added his 
sentiments to the occasion, “we 
are so incredibly fortunate not 
only because Virginia Beauchamp 
has lived in Greenbelt but because 
she has given so much to make 
our great community even greater 
.... We are all so glad that we 
have been the beneficiaries of 
Virginia Beauchamp, whose con- 
tributions have been and continue 
to be priceless.” 

A number of others took the 
opportunity to speak, including 
Harry Zubkoff who started vol- 
unteering at the paper in 1949 


and became editor the next year. 
He mused over the history of 
the paper and said that he liked 
to take credit for all the good 
people who came on board dur- 
ing those years. They included 
Al and Elaine Skolnik and of 
course, Beauchamp. He laughed 
about the old manual typewriters 
that were in use in his day — staff 
called back that they are still in 
the newspaper office. 

At the head table sat decades 
of GNR experience. Putting out 
the News Review 1s a journalistic 
marathon in which two women, 
during their decades at the paper, 
have reached the level of legend 
— Beauchamp, who came to the 
paper in 1957, and Skolnik who 
by then had already been writing 
at the paper for a few years. To- 
gether they have volunteered 104 
years to the nation’s longest-run- 
ning cooperative newspaper. 

Add in the others at the head 
table — Mary Lou Williamson, 
current editor, Zubkoff and Dor- 
othy White — and they represent 
almost two centuries of jour- 
nalistic experience. Skolnik 
credits Beauchamp’s excellence 
in editing the major stories each 
week as a significant contribu- 
tion to the paper’s outstanding 
reputation. 

Skolnik called Beauchamp 
her role model. “I learned so 
much from Virginia,” she said. 
“She can cover any news beat 
and any position at the paper. 
She’s done everything and done 
it so well. What’s special about 
Beauchamp is that her interest in 
history is reflected in much of 
what she writes and is reflected 
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in the paper itself.” Skolnik 
continued, “Virginia also has been 
a calming influence during debates 
over ideas or stories at the News 
Review. She could always find 
the common ground and help us 
move forward.”

Beauchamp, herself, had the 
final word. She reflected on her 
very first years, pointing to a 50- 
year old story about Greenbelt 
Homes and the fight to allow dogs 
to stay in the co-operative. She 
stated, “You don’t stay at a volun- 
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teer job unless you like it. There 
have been wonderful friendships 
and associations.” She hopes to 
continue at the paper, saying that 
when she edits on Tuesdays, “My 
brain still seems to work and ?’'m 
grateful for that.”

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A Review 


A. Foster’s “Women’s Work” 
Played to a Packed Theater 


by Megan Gustafson 


As her MFA thesis concert 
“Women’s Work and Other Sto- 
ries” drew to a close last Sat- 
urday night, Angella Foster ex- 
plained that the story told through 
dance, music and monologue dur- 
ing the one-hour performance was 
“not exactly the story I lived,” 
but rather, “the story I chose.” It 
was, she said, “Kentucky the way 
I like to remember it.” 

The multi-faceted show per- 
formed before a packed theater 
audience at Maryland’s Clarice 
Smith Performing Arts Center 
focused on the various women in 
Foster’s life and how they lived 
and survived in Kentucky and 
“made the best of few choices.” 

Her wrenching description of 
her pain after losing her mother 
at a young age — and the peace 
she ultimately comes to — gave 
the performance an element of 
emotional richness and provided 
the show’s ending with a satisfy- 
ing sense of closure. 

As young women in simple 
country-style dresses danced lyri- 
cally in bare feet, Foster herself 
appeared in various places on 
the stage — which was decorated 
sparsely with patches of grass, a 
hanging quilt and a larger con- 
tainer of soil. 

She was dressed like the other 
dancers but seemed to stay on the 
periphery as the young women 
danced, observing the performance 
along with the audience and, at 
times, dancing a separate routine 
alongside them. 

Layered throughout the dancing 
were instrumental and vocal music 
pieces and Foster’s monologues — 
stories about her family — mainly 
her great-grandmother, grandmoth- 
er and mother — her childhood and 
scenes from her past. 

Foster said she and her mother 
didn’t get along all or most of the

time but they “understood each 
other,” and both laughed “embar- 
rassingly loud” at movies. 

Her mother once bought her a 
plaid polyester dress that Foster 
called “a rainbow of embarrass- 
ment.” She refused to wear it, 
Foster recalled, saying that she 
“wanted so many things that [her 
mother] just couldn’t provide and 
I wish I didn’t.” 

Her words were thick with 
emotion as she detailed the feel- 
ings she had as a 14-year-old 
trying to comprehend the loss of 
her mother, who, according to the 
monologue, died by walking in 
front of a train in the middle of 
the night when Foster was away 
at summer camp. 

Foster said she felt that if she 
had been there, her mother would 
not have died. Those feelings, 
Foster said, gave her “some kind 
of comfort,” that taking some 
blame allowed her to feel a sense 
of control. 

She continued, “I thought that 
way for years. I can’t say it 
helped.” 

She ultimately arrived at a 
sense of peace about her mother’s 
death, explaining that her mother 
couldn’t tell the difference be- 
tween the “reality at her finger- 
tips and the waking nightmares 
that haunted her, pursued her.” 

“In this story in Kentucky”, 
Foster concluded, “I imagine that 
we can wash — wash away that 
darkness... .” 

When the performance ended, 
the audience erupted into ap- 
plause, with some people rising 
to their feet.

the scenario at that time is for 
little or no increase and a pos- 
sibility of a decline in assessed 
values. “These [declining] values 
will be the values that drive the 
budgets for the next three years, 
Fiscal Years 2011, 2012 and 2013, 
and, if they are flat or decreased, 
the city will face severe fiscal re- 
straints and difficult choices.” 
Proposed Expenditures 

The proposed FY10 expendi- 
ture budget is $25,355,600, an in- 
crease of $474,500 or 1.9 percent 
over the adopted Fiscal Year 2009 
budget. The proposed increase in 
expenditures is markedly down 
from prior year increases (Fiscal 
Years 2007, 08 and 09) that were 
in the $1.5 million range. 

The most notable increase on 
the expenditure side occurs in 
the Public Safety budget, which 
would increase by $552,500, most 
of which would fund the third 
year of the Collective Bargaining 
Agreement between the city and 
the Greenbelt Fraternal Order of 
Police Lodge. This agreement 
calls for a 6 percent increase in 
pay scale and performance pay for 
police officers. 

The next largest increase in ex- 
penditures is in the Recreation and 
Parks Department with nominal 
increases across all 10 program- 
matic sections of the department, 
totaling $210,000. 

The General Government bud- 
get would increase by $100,000, 
most of it occuring in the Finance 
and Administration area and to 
fund the upcoming council elec- 
tion in November 2009. 

The Public Works and Social 
Services departments show only 
slight increases in their proposed 
budgets over the adopted FY09 
allocations, just over $70,000 
for Public Works and just under 
$50,000 for Social Services. 

Finally, three areas of expendi- 
tures show decreases in budgeted 
amounts for FY10: the miscel- 
laneous category is down about 
$10,000; non-departmental ex- 
penditures are budgeted down by 
$120,000, mainly reflecting only 
a 1 percent increase in pay and 
performance pay for classified 
employees (except police officers); 
and fund transfers are down by 
$308,400, mainly due to expected 
reduced transfers relating to the 
city’s 2001 Bond Fund. 

Proposed Revenues 

Total revenue proposed for 
FY10 is $25,694,600, which is 
$685,600 or 2.7 percent more 
than the adopted FY09 budget 
(however, $1,246,800 more than 
the estimated actual city revenue 
in FY09). The proposed budget 
for FY10 calls for no increase in 
the current city tax rate of $0.786 
cents per $100 of assessed value. 

The estimated revenue increase 
is mainly due to added property 
tax revenues resulting from the 
continuing phase-in of property 
assessments made three years ago. 
The manager’s budget estimates 
an increase of $755,600 for taxes 
over the budgeted amount in FY09 
($1,360,000 over the estimated ac- 
tual taxes for FY09). 

The taxes category includes real 
property, personal property and 
income taxes levied on Greenbelt 
residents, businesses and property 
owners. The increase proposed in 
tax revenue has to be mainly de- 
rived from the residential property 
tax portion because McLaughlin 
notes that corporate property taxes 
and income tax revenues are both 
down from prior years due to the 
current condition of the economy. 

Other than the taxes category, 
other sources of revenue used 


to fund city programs are either 
down or flat compared with the 
adopted FY09 budget amounts. 
Such other sources include li- 
censes and permits, revenues from 
other agencies, service charges, 
fines and forfeitures and miscel- 
laneous revenue. 
Possible Reductions 

McLaughlin noted in his pre- 
sentation that the approach used in 
formulating the proposed budget 
was to look for savings to prepare 
for the bleak financial forecast. He 
also noted that at the January 14 
worksession, council had requested 
a list of reductions in the range of 
1 percent, 3 percent and 5 percent. 
The proposed budget document 
includes suggested deletions to 
achieve | and 3 percent reductions 
in the FY10 budget. To achieve 
a 1 percent decrease McLaughlin 
proposes cutting $120,000 for the 
Computer Aided Dispatch (CAD) 
system for the police department, 
dropping the Capital Projects Man- 
ager ($70,000) and reducing costs 
for the I-Net system ($25,000) and 
dropping the police cadet position. 

To achieve a 3 percent reduc- 
tion, suggestions include: Beltway 
Plaza police overtime ($60,000) 
and no Public Information posi- 
tion ($30,000), dismantling the 
contract Postal Unit ($20,000) 
and deleting the paint and carpet 
allowance ($15,000). Other sug- 
gestions are to delete funds for the 
Recreation Department e-brochure 
($23,000), to lower engineering 
costs in Community Development 
($15,000) and to decrease costs in 
traffic control ($7,000) and street 
base repair ($10,000). 

A further reduction of $200,000 
in the budget for the 1 percent 
cost of living and performance pay 
for non-police officer employees 
was proposed and a reduction of 
$122,700 transfer to the 2001 Bond 
Fund for the theater renovation. 
The city manager did not list sug- 
gested dollar reductions to achieve 
a 5 percent decrease in the budget, 
indicating that looking for savings 
to achieve that level would require 
review of too many individual line 
items in the proposed budget or 
otherwise find programs to cut that 
would total approximately $500,000 
worth of reductions. 

Budget Hearings 

Council has scheduled several 
worksessions to review and discuss 
the various sections of the budget. 
The first worksession was scheduled 
for Monday, March 30 for overview 
of the Budget, Revenues and Gen- 
eral Government. On Wednesday, 
April 1 the Public Safety Budget 
was to be reviewed. 

The remaining schedule in- 
cludes Social Services on Monday, 
April 6; Planning & Community 
Development on Wednesday, April 
15; and contribution groups on 
Wednesday, April 22. 

The first public hearing on the 
budget is scheduled for Monday, 
April 27 and additional work- 
sessions for Miscellaneous, Oth- 
er Funds & Capital Projects for 
Wednesday, April 29; Public Works 
on Monday, May 4; Recreation on 
Wednesday, May 6; Green Ridge 
House on Wednesday, May 13; and 
a final budget review worksession 
on Monday, May 18. 

A second public hearing is 
scheduled for Tuesday, May 26. 
Final adoption of the budget by 
council should occur at the first 
regular council meeting in June. 

Printed versions of the proposed 
budget should be available at the 
city office by the week of March 
30. The budget itself and associ- 
ated materials are available online 
at www.greenbeltmd. gov.
